There is a serious shortage of clowns in the Soviet 
* Union, laments Izvestia. There were plenty of good 
ones under the czars. Since communism, of course, is 
superior in all respects, it should produce superior 
c« iowns. Why hasn’t it done so? 
Izvestia doesn’t come right out and say that some- 
laody should be purged for this, but it doesn’t have 
to. Lik e the physicians of a few centuries ago, Soviet 
rulers operate on the theory that all ills can be cured 
by a purge or a blood-letting. 
Clowns mak e fun of people, ridicule their foible.5 
and their eccentricities. Court Jesters of old taunted 
the k ing himself, and sometimes died to regret it. 
Nothing and nobody is sacred to a clown, least of all 
a government or a bureaucrat. If this sort of spirit 
is encouraged in the Soviet Union, it's news. 
Some clowns wear funny mustaches, vaguely 
resembling that of Stalin, who ha.s gone to his reward. 
But not, surely, in Russia. Some clowns mak e fun of 
men as fat as Malenk ov, but hardly in the land of the 
Muscovites. It is the function of a clown to puncture 
the ballooning self-importance of the powerful and 
the pompous. But not in you k now where. 
Turn the clowns loose in the Soviet Union and 
revolution will be just around the corner. No govern­ 
ment in history has been more ridiculous than the 
humorless, deadpan, absurdly menacing commissars. 
None could be blown off its feet faster by a horse 
laugh of the masses. 
There are no good clowns in Russia today bccau.Ae 
good clowning is treason, bourgeois deviatlonism, 
sabouge, spying for the Wall Street warmongers, cos­ 
mopolitanism, subversion and anti-Soviet activity. 
There is no place for clowns in a society where men 
are not free to laugh. 


Surgery In Shaking Palsy 
Fo r m any years surgeons have 
been trying to perfect an o pera­ 
tion to relieve m uscular stiffness 
and shak ing in palsy victim s. The 
latest endeavo r by Dr. Irving S. 
Cooper of New York City is the 
m o st encouraging to dale. In thi,8 
pro cedure an opening is m ade into 
the sk ull and a silver or tantalum 
clip is fastened to an artery that 
supplies the base of the brain with 
blood. 
This o peration was discovered 
by erro r. Dr. Cooper was doing 
one of the older surgical proce­ 
dures on a young m an incapacitat­ 
ed by palsy on one side. He had 
planned to cut thru part of the 
brain when the choroidal artery 
was to rn accidentally. H em o rrhage 
was 
profuse 
but 
was 
controlcd 
finally by occluding the blood ves­ 
sel w ith a silver clip. No m ore wa.s 
done but the results from this un­ 
planned 
arterial 
ligation 
w ere 
som ew hat 
startling. 
T rem o r 
on 
that side disappeared and the m an 
has rem ained free from this sym p­ 
tom for nine m onths. The pro ce­ 
dure was tried on o thers and so 
far there ha* been m ark ed lessen­ 
ing of rigidity of m uscles. 


Can Nations Cha ng e? 


One of Germany’» —and Europe’s—leading p*y- 
chiatrisu believes that there is no longer any danger 
that the German people will accept communism or any 
other form of lotalitarianLsm. He i.s Prof, Werner Vil- 
linger, director of the neurological clinic of the Univer­ 
sity of Marburg, and he delivered hLs opinion the 
other day to the World Federation for Mental Health 
meeting in Vienna. 
Professor Viilinger said the people of Western 
Germany have undergone a remark able transform a­ 
tion since the end of World War II and particularly in 
the last four years. What amounts to a cultural revo­ 
lution has tak en place in individual psychological a t­ 
titudes, he said. 
Respect for authority in the family and in the 
state has been replaced by an understanding of the 
Western concept of the dignity of the individual and 
the necessity for personal freedom in thought and 
action. 
If Proie.s.ior Viilinger is right, then the change on 
w'hich free economic and political institutions can be 
based is a fact in re.surgent Germany. But it sounds 
almost too good to be true. 
Those who maintain that human nature changes 
little incline to the belief that Germans will continue 
m the future to be recognizably what Germans have 
been in the past. But If Profes.sor Viilinger is right, 
if nations can change, it will be good news if the 
German people are evolving into a different nation. 


Mice, Men And CD 


It doesn’t necessarily follow that what’* good 
for mice is good for men, and vice versa. But In many 
cases what eventually proved to be a boon to man was 
first tested on laboratory mice. 
With this as back ground, it is pos.sible to gingerly 
approach today’s subject which concerns the snort 
and the effecus of an A-bomb explosion. Defense 
leaders have conceded that it is utterly impossible at 
present to prevent every A-bomb loaded plane from 
slipping through, and therefore a great deal of re­ 
search has been devoted to ways and means of help­ 
ing the human b*.>dy wTlh.stand doses of nuclear radi- 
jition. 
Well, a British scientist discovered that a stiff dote 
of alcohol seemed to fortify mice against radiation 
to some extent, and it w as natural to think that may­ 
be a snort might do the same for a m an—or woman. 
How they're going to test it on people, short of 
having a bomb dropped in their midst, is what itumps 
the scientists. 
But it Is easy to sec all manner of 
conipllcatioii.s, what with escapists stok ing up with 
anti-radiation medicine, and so on. Come to think of 
It, this discovery might be the shot in the —er—arm 
that civil defense needs. 


Not every one with P ark inso n^ 
di.sease (piaralysis agitans> i.s dis­ 
abled enough to w arrant surgery. 
The condition varies from one vic­ 
tim to ano ther; in som e instances 
it IS pro gressive, w hereas in o thers 
It rem ains statio nary after reach­ 
ing a certain stage. B rain surgery 
is 
serious 
and 
is 
advised 
only 
when sym pto m s are severe enough 
to w arrant the ri.sk . Altho trem o r 
gives 
the 
diso rder 
it.s 
po pular 
nam e, shak ing palsy, stiffness m 
the m uscles of the face, neck , and 
trunk is equally if not m ore in­ 
capacitating. Involvem ent of the 
facial m uscles, for exam ple, m ak es 
the expression fixed, m ournful, and 
ma.sk -lik e. When the neck is stiff 
the m an o r woman has tro uble 
raising and lowering the head. 
E arly in the co urse of the dis- 
ea.se, slight shak ing of the head 
or hand appears. The trem o r m ay 
e.scape detectio n for years until a 
friend o r the spouse brings it to 
the victim ’s attentio n. At any rate, 
the head moves up and down at the 
rate of two to five tim es per sec­ 
ond and the hands do lik ewise. The 
finger m o vem ents are m ost char­ 
acteristic and initially are confined 
to the thum b and index digit which 
rub to gether as tho rolling a pill 
or crum bling bread. As P ark in­ 
son’s advances, trem o r spreads to 
the arm s which by this tim e are 
flexed a t the elbows and held close 
to the sides. Speech and swallow­ 
ing are disturbed when the mu.« ;cles 
of the neck are affected. Drooling 
al.« o is com m on. In the m ore severe 
cases, the individual m ay becom e 
so incapacitated that walk ing, e a t­ 
ing, 
washing, 
and 
dressing 
be­ 
com e a chore. Some are unable to 
stand alone because of the ten­ 
dency to t>end fo rw ard in an ex­ 
trem ely flexed po sture. These are 
the suffef-ers who m ay be helped 
by the operatio n. 


Today In Washington

DREW PEARSON on 


WASHINGTON — Vice P resident 
Nixon’s speech before the A m eri­ 
can Legion convention, inso far as 
he reaffirm ed his appro val of the 
T rum an decision to intervene in 
K o rea, got wide attentio n. But the 
denunciatio n which he m ade of 
those who hide behind the* Fifth 
A m endm ent and refuse to an.swer 
questio ns before co ngressional In­ 
vestigating co m m ittees got scant 
notice. 
Mr. Nixon pointed out, for in­ 
stance, that while a bank teller 
m ight refuse to answ er questions 
as to his possible connection with 
a ro bbery 
of 
the 
bank on the 
ground that he m ight incrim inate 
him self, the bank directo rs would 
hardly k 'eep such a m an in their 
em ploy—and. if they did, the pub­ 
lic would soon lose confidence in 
such a bank . V arious universities 
recently 
have 
m anifested 
their 
co ncurrence in that co ncept of the 
self - incrim inatio n 
plea, 
though 
o ther institutions have been re ­ 
luctant to agree with it. 
Incidently the Vice P resident’s 
ideas on Korea go 
m uch 
further 
than the question of appro ving the 
T rum an 
decision 
to 
Intervene. 
Since Mr. Nixon is now a m em ber 
of the National Security Council, 
his thoughts on Korea tak e on 
m uch m ore im po rtance than when 
he was 
a candidate 
for 
office, 
especially in view of w hat S ecre­ 
tary of State Dulles says m ight 
happen in Asia if hostilities are 
resum ed. 
This correspo ndent 
ask ed 
Mr. 
Nixon today if he still held the 
views which he expressed in a 
co pyrighted interview which ap­ 
peared in “ U. S. News A World 
R epo rt’* in Augu.st 19.52. He reread 
the section of the interview re­ 
lating to Korea and then replied: 
“ I m o st certainly do ." 
H ere is w hat M r. Nixon said at 
that tim e in a question-and-answ er 
• 
hange. " 


"Q ; You believe, then, that 
we didn’t use our m axim um 
power In K orea? 
"A: At the tim e G eneral Mao- 
A rthur returned from the Pacific, 
I shared his view in the sense tha t 
I think that, when we had superio r 
power in K orea a year and a half 
ago, we should 
have 
used 
tha t 
power to bring the K orean conflict 
to a successful m ilitifry conclusion. 
I think the fact that we did not use 
that power then caused our present 
difficulty where, due to the build­ 
up of Red air strength during the 
periixl of the K orean truce talk s, 
we are no longer able to force a 
m ilitary decision in Korea.

Intere.sting Matk sllca a.^ to the migration In the 
United State« of tho^e in the age brack et of 65 years 
and older were pre.senlcd at a meeting In San Fran­ 
cisco of the Gerontological Society, a national group 
devoted to the .study of the aging and the aged. 
Re.search studies under the auapices of 
the 
Loutbiana State Unlver&ity and the Unlver*lly of 
Chicago ,'howed such migration U> have been on the 
increa.se throughout the 1940s. but perhaps it is not 
as great as many thought. 
In that decade California gained 130,000 in the 
65-year brack et, and Florida was second with 66,000. 
or approximately half the number. It Just happened 
that on the .same day the Secretary of Welfare. Mrs, 
Oveta Culp Hobby, told the Los Angeles chapter of 
the American Red Cra^i* that there are 13,000.000 per- 
son.s in thi.s age group of 65 and up. Many of iheAe, 
she said, art capable of work ing, and their employ­ 
ment is in the interest both of themselves and of 
the national economy. With this idea the gerontolo­ 
gists are In full accord. 
New York state in the 1940s lost 56.000 by migra­ 
tion to balmier climes, or 4 2 per cent of thase in this 
age group.

Medi­ 
cines such as stram o nium , bella­ 
donna, scopolam ine, and ariane, as 
well as the vario us antihistim inics 
and anticonvulsant.s, also are use­ 
ful.

can hardly dusregard the a.r de­ 
fense pro blem , in the face of this 
evidence.

P resident Eisenhower has had a 
num ber of sim ilar repo rts on his 
desk before this. The difference 
this tim e IS that this repo rt was 
w ritten by the P resident’s own 
m en. The P resident’s old friend 
and w artim e G-3, M aj. Gen. Harold 
Bull, headed the co m m ittee which 
w ro te the repo rt. The o ther offici­ 
als w ere for the m o st part Eisen­ 
hower-appointed 
officials 
in 
the 
go vernm ent. Indeed, as previously 
repo rted in this space, when the 
N atio nal Security Council appo int­ 
ed the co m m ittee, the stateid pur­ 
pose was to "ge t a repo rt from 
o ur own peo ple," 


The S6 bi $7 hilltnn a nnua l 
inv ea tment In a ir drfrniie pro ­ 
po sed hy the Bull repo rt (v ery 
much the sa me sums a s were 
first pro po sed In the l.inrnin 
pro ject repo rt! do es no t repre­ 
sent a net increa se in spend­ 
ing , since these sums Snciiida 
the currently pro jected sllo t- 
ment fo r lir defense. But the 
net 
increa se 
(pro po sed) 
is 
nev ertheless o n tha o rder o f 
13 to $4 billio n. 


The Bull co mmittee repo rt 
ha s a lrea dy been v etted fro m 
a a cirntific po int o f v iew by 
still a no ther co mmittee, hea d­ 
ed by Dr. Lee Dubrldg e. the 
President’s scientific idv iscr, 
a nd including such disting uish­ 
ed scientists a s C'ha rles I*a u- 
ritsen. o f the Ca lifo rnia Insti­ 
tute o l Techno lo g y . The scien­ 
tists ha v e fully indo rsed the 
Bull co m m ittee’s pro po sa ls. Ro 
ha s the Air Fo rce, who se letter 
o f Indo rse ment the President 
will no do ubt a lso find o n his 
desk. 


The next step is the Jo int Chiefs 
of Staff. The position of Chief of 
Staff of the Air Fo rce 
N athan 
Twining Is obvious, from the Air 
Fo rce letter of indo rsem ent. As 
for the o ther m em iiers of the Jo int 
Chiefs, the air defense effo rt pro­ 
posed in the Bull repo rt dem ands 
the k ind of reshuffling of defense 
prio rities which the services con­ 
stitutio nally tend to resist. 
Yet the new chiefs are now en­ 
gaged, on o rder* from the Presi­ 
dent, on a com plete "new look ” at 
A m erican defense planning. If this 
new look IS to m ean anything at 
all, it m ust involve just this so rt 
of reshuffling of prio rities. M ore­ 
o ver. the new chiefs now have 
available a great mas* of evidence. 
In the shape of at least a half doz- 
,en report* dealing in one way o r 
ano ther with the air defense pro b­ 
lem . Fro m different angles of vi­ 
sion all these repo rts em body the 
sam e basic conclusion — that a 
great air defense effort Is urgently 
required in the face of the con­ 
stantly growing Soviet air-ato m ic 
capabilities. 
'The Jo int Chiefs, w hether they 
•Adorse the Bull repo rt m detail. 


A powerful faction In the Ad­ 
m inistratio n, represented on the 
National Seeunty Council bv Bud­ 
get Bureau D irector Joseph D>dge, 
is trying to f>er:;uade the President 
to reduce the level of the defen'^e 
budget to well below $30 billion. 
Quite apart from the ajr defeiue 
problem , 
this k ind of reduction 
would m ean a sharp reduction m 
force levels in all the services. 
Short of com pletely gutting thn 
strategic air force and the o ther 
two servicc.s, a budget below $.30 
billion would absolutely rule o ut 
an added $3 to $4 billion for a ir 
defense. 
Just beca^tse this is so, the ccon- 
om y-at-any-pnce 
faction 
in 
tha 
A dm inistratio n has caused to tai 
appointed yet ano ther co m m ute« 
to consider the air defense pro b­ 
lem . T)us co m m ittee is comijosed 
of e.conomy-minded 
industralists. 
It is obviously hoped that his pac­ 
k ed jury will enter a m ino nly re­ 
port on the air defl-tise issue, thus 
m ak ing it possible to shove tho 
whole expensive and 
unpleasant 
problem under the rug. 
Yet there are signs that the econ- 
o m y-at-any-prire faction will not 
in the end win the day. S ecretary 
of 
Defence Charles 
Wilson 
has 
stubbornly resisted any a rb itra jy 
reduction in the defense budget, at 
least until the new chiefs have had 
their new I<Kik. Perhap.s m ore sig­ 
nificant was ,a little-noted state­ 
m ent by Secretary of the T reasury 
G eorge Hum phrey, the ablest mioi 
in the cabinet, and no friend of 
loose 
spending. 
Hum phrey 
pre­ 
dicted that the A dm inistratio n will 
reluctantly ask for new taxes. If it 
decides that the Soviet hydro gen 
bom b dem ands an increased de- 
fen.se effort. 
As for the President, he is gen­ 
uinely concerned by the burden 
which defense sp<*nding place.* on 
the national economy.

Laughter A n d Freedom 


There is a serious shortage of clowns in the Soviet 
Union, laments Izvestia. There were plenty of good 
ones under the czars. Since communism, of course, I* 
superior in all respects, It should produce superior 
-downs. Why hasn’t it done so? 
Izvestia doesn't come right out and say that some- 
"body should be purged for this, but it doesn’t have 
to. Like the physicians of a few centuried ago, Soviet 
rulers operate on the theory that all ills can be cured 
by a purge or a blood-letting. 
Clowns make fun of people, ridicule their foibles 
and their eccentricities. Court jesters of old taunted 
the king himself, and sometimes died to regret it. 
Nothing and nobody is sacred to a clown, least of all 
a government or a bureaucrat. If this sort of spirit 
is encouraged in the Soviet Union, it’s news. 
Some clowns wear funny 
mustaches, 
vaguely 
resembling that of Stalin, who has gone to his reward. 
But not, surely, in Russia. Some clowns make fun of 
men as fat as Malenkov, but hardly in the land of the 
Muscovites. It is the function of a clown to puncture 
the ballooning self-importance of the powerful and 
the pompous. But not in you know where. 
Turn the clowns loose in the Soviet Union and 
revolution will be just around the corner. No govern­ 
ment in history has been more ridiculous than the 
humorless, deadpan, absurdly menacing commissars. 
None could be blown off its feet faster by a horse 
laugh of the masses, 
There are no good clowns in Russia today because 
good clowning is treason, bourgeois deviationism, 
sabotage, spying for the Wall Street warmongers, cos­ 
mopolitanism, subversion and anti-Soviet activity. 
There is no place for clowns in a society where men 
ara not free to laugh. 


Can Nations C hange? 


One of Germany *—and Europe*—leading psy­ 
chiatrists believes that there is no longer any danger 
that the German people will accept communism or any 
other form of totalitarianism. He is Prof. Werner Vil­ 
lager, director of the neurological clinic of the Univer­ 
sity of Marburg, and he delivered his opinion the 
other day to the World Federation for Mental Health 
meeting in Vienna. 
Professor Villinger said the people of Western 
Germany have undergone a remarkable transforma­ 
tion since the end of World War II and particularly in 
the last four years. What amounts to a cultural revo­ 
lution has taken place in Individual psychological at­ 
titudes, he said. 
Respect for authority in the family and in the 
state has been replaced by an understanding of the 
Western concept of the dignity of the individual and 
the necessity for personal freedom in thought and 
action, 
II Professor Villinger Is right, then the change on 
which free economic and political institutions can be 
based is a fact in resurgent Germany. But it sounds 
almost too good to be true. 
Thane who maintain that human nature changes 
little incline to the belief that Germans will continue 
in the future to be recognizably what Germans have 
bf en In the past. But lf Professor Villinger is right, 
if nations can change, it will be good news if the 
German people are evolving into a different nation. 


Mice, M en A nd CD 


It doesnt necessarily follow that what* good 
for mice is good for men. and vice versa But in many 
cases what eventually proved to be a boon to man was 
first tested on laboratory mice. 
With this as background, it is possible to gingerly 
approach today * subject which concerns the snort 
and the effects of an A-bomb explosion. 
Defense 
leaders have conceded that it i* utterly impossible at 
present to prevent every A-bomb loaded plane from 
slipping through, and therefore a great deal of re­ 
search has bern devoted to ways and means of help­ 
ing the human body withstand doses of nuclear radi­ 
ation. 
Well, a British scientist discovered that a stiff dos# 
of alcohol seemed to fortify mice against radiation 
to some extent, and it was natural to think that may­ 
be a snort might do the same for a man—or woman. 
How they’re going to te.st it on people, short of 
having a bomb dropped in their midst, is what stumps 
the scientists. 
But it is easy to see ail manner of 
complications, what with escapists .stoking up with 
anti-radiation medicine, and so on Come to think of 
it, this discovery might be the »hot in the —«r—arm 
that civil defence needs. 


O ld Folks "A t H om e " 
Interesting statistics as to the migration in the 
United States of those in the age bracket of 65 years 
and older were presented at a meeting in San Fran­ 
cisco of the Gerontological Society, a national group 
devoted to the study of the aging and the aged. 
Research studies under 
the 
auspices of 
the 
Louisiana State University and the University of 
Chicago showed such migration to have been on the 
increase throughout the 1940s, but perhaps it is not 
as great as many thought. 
In that decade California gained 130.000 in the 
65-year bracket, and Florida was second with 66.000, 
or approximately half the number. It Just happened 
that on the same day the Secretary of Welfare. Mrs. 
Oveta Culp Hobby, told the Las Angeles chapter of 
the American Red Crass that there are 13,000,000 per­ 
sons in this age group of 65 and up. Many of thete, 
she said, art capable of working, and their employ­ 
ment is in the interest both of themselves and of 
the national economy. With this idea the gerontolo­ 
gists are in full accord 
New York state In the 1940s lost 56.000 by migra­ 
tion to balmier climes, or 4 2 per cent of those in this 
age group. Connecticut offered the greatest surprise, 
an actual gain of .3 per cent. Migrants from Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont could relatively bask in 
Connecticut’s mildness. 
C alifornia's migration gain of 130.000 in the 1940s 
represents I per cent of the present total, and 
Florida’s 66,000 only one-half of I per cent. So to the 
question where the old folks go when they are 65 and 
over, the answer in the main is that they don’t go 
anywhere.

Surgery In Shaking Palsy 
Foi many years surgeons have 
been trying to perfect an opera­ 
tion to relieve muscular stiffness 
and shaking in palsy victims. Th* 
latest endeavor by Dr. Irving S. 
Cooper of New York City is the 
mo.st encouraging to date. In this 
procedure an opening is made into 
the skull and a silver or tantalum 
clip is fastened to an artery that 
supplies the base of the brain with 
blood. 
This operation was discovered 
by error. Dr. Cooper was doing 
one of the older surgical proce­ 
dures on a young man incapacitat­ 
ed by palsy on one side. He had 
planned to cut thru part of the 
brain when the choroidal artery 
was torn accidentally. Hemorrhage 
was 
profuse 
but 
was 
controled 
finally by occluding the blood ves­ 
sel with a silver clip. No more was 
done but the results from this un­ 
planned 
arterial 
ligation 
were 
somewhat 
startling. 
Tremor 
on 
that side disappeared and the man 
has remained free from this symp­ 
tom for nine months. The proce­ 
dure was tried on others and so 
far there has been marked lessen­ 
ing of rigidity of muscles. 


Not e \ery one with Parkinson’s 
disease 'paralysis agitans* is dis­ 
abled enough to w arrant surgery. 
The condition varies from one vic­ 
tim to another; in some instances 
it is progressive, whereas in others 
it remains stationary after reach­ 
ing a certain stage. Brain surgery 
is 
serious 
and 
is 
advised 
only 
when symptoms are severe enough 
to w arrant the risk. Altho trem or 
gives 
the 
disorder 
its 
popular 
name, shaking palsy, stiffness in 
the muscles of the face, neck, and 
trunk is equally if not more in­ 
capacitating. 
Involvement of the 
facial muscles, for example, makes 
the expression fixed, mournful, and 
mask-like. When the neck is stiff 
the man or woman has trouble 
raising and lowering the head. 
Early in the course of the dis- 
ease, slight shaking of the head 
or hand appears. The trem or may 
escape detection for years until a 
friend or the spouse brings it to 
the victim's attention. At any rate, 
the head moves up and down at the 
rate of two to five times per sec­ 
ond and the hands do likewise. The 
finger movements are most char­ 
acteristic and initially are confined 
to the thumb and index digit which 
rub together as tho rolling a pill 
or crumbling 
bread 
As 
Parkin­ 
son's advances, trem or spreads to 
the aim s which by this time ate 
flexed at the elbows and held close 
to the sides. Speech and swallow­ 
ing are disturbed when the muscles 
of the neck are affected. Drooling 
also is common. In the more severe 
cases, the individual may become 
so incapacitated that walking, eat­ 
ing. 
washing, 
and 
dressing 
be­ 
come a chore Some are unable to 
stand alone because of the ten­ 
dency to bend forward in an ex­ 
trem ely flexed posture. These aie 
the sufferers who may be helped 
by the operation. 


Even tho the disease progresses 
the majority maintain their mental 
faculties. In some cases there is 
Joss of emotional control because 
of involvement of certain nerve 
centers at the base of the brain. 
One minute they laugh and the next 
they cry even tho there is nothing 
to laugh or cry about. Dr. J. M. 
Nielsen tells of one of his patients 
who. "when avked whether he felt 
as sad as his weeping would in­ 
dicate. said. 
No, sometimes I go 
to a mirror and laugh at myself 
riv in g ’ and he wept as he said it.” 
In milder cases, much help can 
be obtained thru gentle exercise 
and massage. Freedom from stress 
and worry also help 'o encourage 
relaxation. 
If stiffness interferes 
with ordinary activities the victim 
will profit by allotting more time 
to shave, bathe, arid dress and to 
do certain tasks at the office. Medi­ 
cines such as stramonium, bella­ 
donna, scopolamine, and artane, as 
well as the various antihistiminus 
and anticonvulsants, also are use­ 
ful.

Secret Army Order Permits Liquor Sales On Military Posts; Temperance Groups 


Prep are Attack; McCarthy, After Years Of Gambling, Now Exposes Gambling. 


WASHINGTON — A red border 
around a military document means 
the document is "classified.” or 
secret—therefore off-limits to the 
eyes of Washington newsmen. The 
forbidding 
red 
border, 
however, 
doesn’t always mean that the mili­ 
tary document deals with national 
aecurity. 
Sometimes it involves operations 
which Pentagon brass hats don't 
want the taxpayers to know about, 
a>. for instance, the A rm y’s re­ 
cent secret order dealing with the 
liquor on military posts. 
A 
perusal 
of 
this 
interesting 
secret document leaves no doubt 
about why military chiefs wanted 
it kept secret — especially from 
church 
and 
tem perance 
groups. 
For the order is interpreted by 


some as putting the Army alm ost 
on the verge of the night-club busi­ 
ness 
Ever since a law passed in 1901, 
the sale of liquor has been for­ 
bidden on military posts. Though 
this law is still on the books, the 
Secretary of the Arm y has set it 
aside to perm it on-the-spot sal# 
of liquor. The secret order, signed 
by Adjutant General of the Army 
Major General William E. Bergin, 
and effective Sept. I, 1953. states: 
"It will be noted that the pro­ 
visions of the inclosed regulations 
represent a m ajor change in the 
existing 
policies 
and 
procedures 
applying to alcoholic beverages It

tended under 
these new regula­ 
tions will, if used with moderation 


These Days 


National Sovereignty 
It is true that the Charter of the 
United 
Nations 
is, 
by 
its 
very 
existence 
a 
limitation upon na­ 
tional sovereignty, but from the 
course of events, it is possible to 
justify the broad* statem ent that 
only the United States has been 
tailed upon to do anything special 
about it. 
This arises from a single clause 
in our Constitution which makes a 
treaty, 
upon 
ratification 
by the 
Senate, the law of the land with­ 
out specific legislation as to its 
implementation. 
Thus. 
a 
treaty 
m ay have the effect of an amend­ 
ment to the Federal and State 
constitutions. 
Bricker Amendment 
To correct this weakness in our 
system, the Bricker Amendment 
to 
the 
Constitution 
has 
been 
recommended 
by 
the 
American 
Bar Association. It provides: 


“ Section I. A provision of a 
treaty 
which 
conflicts 
with 
this Constitution shall not be 
of any force or effect. 
"Section 2 A treaty shall be­ 
come effective as internal law 
in 
the 
United 
States 
only 
through 
legislation 
w h i c h 
would be valid in the absence 
of treaty. 
'Section 3. Congress 
shall 
have 
power 
to 
regulate 
all 
executive 
and 
other 
agree­ 
ments with any foreign power 
or 
international organization. 
All such agreements shall ba 
subject to the limitations im­ 
posed 
on 
treaties 
by 
this 
article.*' 


It is difficult to understand the 
opposition, 
except 
that 
every 
President and every Secretary of 
State prefers to have as complete 
a free hand as possible rn the con­ 
duct of foreign policy and in the 
negotiation of treaties. 
Prior 
to 
World War II, the Senate Commit­ 
tee on Foreign Relations regarded 
itself as a watchdog of our nation­ 
al 
interests. 
Such 
chairm en 
as 
Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge, 
William 
Borah, 
and 
Arthur 
Vandenburg 
were unwilling to accept blindly 
a program which it was their con­ 
stitutional 
responsibility 
to ana­ 
lyze and study. 
During the years of World War 
II. the State Department got into 
the habit of briefing our Senators 
and Representatives, thus sealing 
their lips, if not their minds, by 
confidences. 
( an't Seal Minds 
Neither the White House nor the 
State Department nor the Penta­ 
gon has ever succeeded in sealing 
off the minds of thoughtful and 
patriotic Americans. The Bricker 
Amendment 
was fully supported 
by John Foster Dulles before he

though since his appointment he

The proposed Covenant on Hu­ 
m an Rights could destroy freedom 
of speech and freedom of the press 
in this country, particularly under 
Articles 
3 
and 
16 
which 
place 
limitations 
upon 
such 
freedoms. 
The Covenant on Human Rights 
has 
not 
yet 
been 
adopted 
but 
should it ever be, these particular 
articles would become the law of 
our 
land, 
nullifying 
the 
First 
Amendment to the Constitution. 
John Foster Dulles has stated 
that the Eisenhower Adm inistra­ 
tion dries not intend to become a 
party to the Covenant on Human 
Rights. But that is obiter dicta 
and not law, It is always prefer­ 
able not to leave great m atters to 
good intentions. 
The Bricker Amendment in no 
way impedes the President rn his 
handling of our foreign affairs; it 
only 
safeguards 
the 
American 
people in their rights. Dulles him ­ 
self said: 
“ The treaty-making power is an 
extraordinary

to 
abuse. Treaties m ake Internation­ 
al law and also they m ake domes­ 
tic 
law. Under our Constitution 
treaties become the supreme law 
of the land. They are indeed m ore 
suprem e than ordinary laws, for 
Congressional laws are invalid if 
they do not conform to the Con­ 
stitution. whereas treaty laws can 
override the Constitution . . 
Nothing ought to override th# 
Constitution.

WASHINGTON — Vice President 
Nixon’s speech before the Ameri­ 
can Legion convention, insofar as 
he reaffirmed his approval of the 
Trum an decision to intervene in 
Korea, got wide attention. But the 
denunciation which 
he made of 
those who hide behind the Fifth 
Amendment and refuse to answer 
questions before congressional in­ 
vestigating committees got scant 
notice. 
Mr. Nixon pointed out. for in­ 
stance. that while a bank teller 
might refuse to answer questions 
as to his possible connection with 
a robbery 
of 
the 
bank on the 
ground that he might incriminate 
himself, the bank directors would 
hardly keep such a man in their 
employ—and, if they did. the pub­ 
lic would soon lose confidence in 
such a bank. Various universities 
recently 
have 
manifested 
their 
concurrence in that concept of the 
self - incrimination 
plea, 
though 
other institutions have been re­ 
luctant to agree with it. 
incidently the Vice President’s 
Ideas on Korea go 
much 
further 
than the question of approving the 
Trum an 
decision 
to 
intervene. 
Since Mr. Nixon is now a m em ber 
of the National Security Council, 
his thoughts on 
Korea 
take on 
much more importance than when 
he was 
a candidate 
for 
office, 
especially in view of what Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles savs might 
happen in Asia if hostilities are 
resumed. 
This correspondent 
asked 
Mr. 
Nixon today if he still held th*

Report” in August 1952. He reread 
the section of the interview re­ 
lating to Korea and then replied; 
“ I most certainly do.” 
Here is what Mr Nixon said at 
that time in a question-and-answer

hange. * 


Decision Was Right 


“ I do say this in relationship to 
the Korean War. The decision to go 
into Korea was right. I favored it 
at the time and I don't intend to 
change m y position now simply be­ 
cause it might be the political thing 
to do. 
"I don't subscribe to the views 
of some of my good friends on th# 
Republican side who refer to the 
Korean War as T ru m an ’s War in 
the sense that we should not have 
gone into Korea. 
"But. by the same token, I be­ 
lieve that the administration m ust 
assume the responsibility for the 
course of events which made it 
necessary to go into Korea And I 
believe also that the decision to 
go into Korea was right only if we 
were 
prepared 
for 
the 
conse­ 
quences of going in. and I mean 
by that that we should have gone 
into Korea only if we were pre­ 
pared to send our men there with 
the weapons to win and the right 
to won as far as policy is con­ 
cerned. 


"Q: You believe, then, that 
we didn’t use our maximum 
power in Korea? 
“ A 
At the time General Mac­ 
Arthur returned from the Pacific, 
I shared his view in the sense that 
I think that, when we had superior 
power in Korea a year and a half 
ago, we should 
have 
used 
that 
power to bring the Korean conflict 
to a successful military conclusion. 
I think the fact that we did not use 
that flower then caused our present 
difficulty where, due to the build­ 
up of Red air strength during the 
period of the Korean truce talks, 
we are no longer able to force a 
m ilitary decision in Korea. 


"Q 
You think we should have 
bombed Manchuria? 
M 
"A: 
The 
minimum 
program 
would have been this: A complete 
reilitary blockade 
of 
Hip 
China 
Coast—naval blockade, air block­ 
ade. Second, removing the block­ 
ade which we have imposed on the 
Island of Formosa, and I mean by 
that not that I think that Chiang s 
troops on 
Formosa 
could launch 
then, or even now, an effective 
invasion of the South China Coast, 
but because the threat of invasion 
would 
inevitably 
have diverted 
hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
Red 
Chinese troops from Korea to the 
South China Coast. 
"As an example, during World 
War II, in 1942 and early 1943. the 
G erm ans knew 
that 
we couldn t 
possibly have launched an assault 
across the channel, but 30 crack 
G erm an divisions had to sit there, 
across the channel, because of th# 
threat that existed. Bv continuing 
to blockade 
Form osa, 
we 
are 
giving the Red Chinese the green 
light to move their troops from 
South China to the Korean battle 
front. 
“ And. third, it seems to me thai 
a basic error was made w’hen we 
did not allow all the military in­ 
stallations in Northern Korea to 
be bombed. I refer 
to 
Rashin. 
which has since been bombed, and 
other installations 
close 
to the 
Yalu. 
“ As to whether or not we should 
have bombed across the Yalu. I 
think that these decisions sh* -lid 
have been made first, and if that 
would have not brought a military 
conclusion, 
then 
certainly 
con­ 
sideration should have bern given 
to bombing across the Yalu after 
warning the Red Chinese of the 
consequences of continued aggres­ 
sion. In any event. I say that we 
are now in what can be called an 
impossible position due to the fact 
that we have gone through truce 
negotiations,

which we've already 
lost

30.000 casualties, and during whir 
the enemy has strengthened h is a 
force to the extent that we Ct 
no longer force a decision.

When he returns to Washington 
from his vacation, President Ei­ 
senhower will find on his desk an 
official report proposing that the 
nation spend between $6 and $7 bil­ 
lion for air defense alone each year 
until 1960.

New Propaganda Office Memorial 
To Those Slain In Leipzig Revolt 


(EDITORS

Leipzig, behind the Iron Curtain.

ganda office stands in the market 
place of Leipzig today. 
A small metal plate by the en­ 
trance says the building replaces 
one “destroyed by Fascist provoc­ 
ateurs on June 17. 1953.” 
That is the memorial to more 
than a dozen persons who I 
their lives battling Communist po­ 
lice and Russian tanks or before 
Red firing squads in the mass up­ 
rising here last June. 
Today the city is crowded with 
visitors to the annual trade fair 
Dating back 700 years, this ancient 
European fair goes on, though re 
gimes 
come 
and go and wars 
sweep over Central Europe. 
Portly Communist Mayor Hans 
Ulrich is a busy greeter. He looks 
more dignified today than he did 
June 17. Then a crowd of strikers 
dragged him out of the City Hall 
and made him march at their 
head. Round his neck was hung a 
notice laying: 
"We 
demand 
free 
elections 
Down with the government.”

That was one of the incidents 
told to this reporter by witnesses, 
who for their own safety cannot be 
identified. 
This is their story of the day: 
Western radio reports from Ber­ 
lin of the strike by building work­ 
ers in East Berlin’s Stalinallee 
June lf? was the spark that set off 
the explosion here. 
By IO next morning, no street 
cars 
were running, 
shopkeepers 
were boarding up their windows 
and 25.000 workers from outlying 
factories were on the march. 
Ten abreast, arm s linked, three 


columns of men and women, clad 
in working clothes, converged on 
the railway station. At first there 
was a festive air about it, as if 
people for the first time were do­ 
ing what they, and not their bosses 
wanted. 
The massive processions wound 
through town, ripping down photo­ 
graphs 
of 
German 
Communist 
bosses. They ignored the statue of 
Stalin in the m arket place. 
Then things began to get ugly. 
Communist 
p e o p I e’s 
police 
hauled three demonstrators off to 
jail. 
“To the prison.” came the cry 
from the angered crowed. It surged 
into Beethovenstrasse and clam­ 
ored at the closed iron grill of the 
entrance. Red police poked ma­ 
chine pistols through the grill. A 
dozen brawny workmen lifted the 
iron barrier from its hinges and 
smashed it. The crowd rescued 
the three arrested men. 


Then German police began firing 
into 
the crowd. 
A young 
girl 
screamed, clutched her stomach 
and 
fell bleeding 
to the ground. 
Three men dropped. 
The crowd, angrier than ever. 
set fire to the Red “National Front 
Pavilion.” It ransacked the Com­ 
munist Free Germ an Youth offi­ 
ces, 
showering files and papers 
out the windows. A Communist 
youth's blue 
shirt was publicly 
burned. 
At the shrine commemorating 


the route of Napoleon 
in 
1813 
speakers harangued the crowd. Up 
came the mighty roar of “ We want 
freedom!” The crowd took up the 
refrain of “ Deutschland Uber Ai­ 
le*,” the old national anthem. 
Cheered 
by 
thousands, 
t h e 
m archers 
headed 
for 
midtown, 
overturning police cars and rout­ 
ing the occupants on the way. 
But by now the Russians had 
moved in. Nine truckloads of So­ 
v iet infantry 
cruised 
about the 
crowd, soldiers firing in the air. 


Tanks, their ugly guns revolving, 
lumbered forward. Several persons 
who would not give way w ert re­ 
ported crushed to death. 
Emboldened by the Soviet troops. 
German police attacked. They fired 
not in the air, but into the crowd. 
For the Leipzigers, that was the 
bitterest thing of all. 
The arrests began that night. 
Possibly 250 Leipzigers were put 
behind bars. Reports received in 
the West said at least three Leip­ 


zig m e n fe ll b e f o r e Soviet firing 
squads. 
Now it seems calm, but the ar­
